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GRASS SEED CROP ONE THIRD 
SHORT . 

The eturns from the grass seed 
stripping, which has been in progress 
during the past few days, seem to in- 
dicate that the crop is little more 
than a third of an average yield. 
There is a marked difference between 
the business of this year and last, 
which, however, was beyond all prece- 
dent. At that time it was almost im- 
I possible to get hands and teams sufR- 
I cient to harvest the immense crop, 
I but this year there is an abundance of 
J both. It is estimated that the shrink- 
age in the cured products will amount 
close to 50 per cent, as against an 
I average waste of 25 to 40 per cent. 
This increase in shrinkage is due to 
the undergrowth — weeds and white 
clover. 

Green seed is selling at about 45 
cents per bushel, but the price of ' 
cleaned seed for August delivery will ! 
In all probability reach the dollar

The splendid outlook or crops in 
Kentucky, shown by the crop report 
of May 1, issued by he State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, have been main- 
tained to June 1, say the report issued 
Tuesday. The report also speaks of 
the catarrhal fever, which is prevalent 
and fatal among horses in all sections 
of the State. 

Lack of rain in the extreme western 
part and the excessive moisture in 
the central and eastern portions are 
the only drawbacks to crop conditions. 
The report follows: 

"The May crop report is issued on 
an entirely different basis from an;- 
previous report. During the last win- 
ter based on the 1910 census, the 
State had been divided into nine crop- 
reporting districts and each district 
given a percentage weight in propor- 
tion to the yield of that crop in that 
district when compared with the total 
yield of the State. This is the plan 
governing crop reporting for the Feder- 
al Government. There are now the 
separate sets of reporters reporting in 
this same way to three separate heads. 
We believe this wil give us a more ac- 
curate summary of crop conditions 
than the State has ever yet gotten out. 

"The splendid prospects for a good 
crop May 1, have been generally main- 
tained to Junel. A great deal of com- 
plaint come from Western Kentucky of 
lack of moisture. Central and Eastern 
Kentucky suffered from the same 
cause during the first of the month, 
and have suffered from an excessive 
amount of moisture during the latter 
part of May. However, most of the 
crops are in good condition relative- 
ly speaking. Wheat shows condition 
of 85.7 per cent, and is filling well. 
The corn crop is not all planted, but 
ther is an indicated crop of 94.5 per 
cent. The condition of planted corn 
is 90.8 per cent. The oats crop— 89.4 
per cent, and condition 79.4 per cent. 
The condition of rye is 56.4 per cent. 
It will be noted that an early drouth 
affected the rye nd oats crop consider- 
ably. The same is true of timothy. 
Thee ondition of potatoes is given as 
93.1 per cent., incflcating a splendid 
crop. 

"About 52.8 per cent, of an average 
crop of dark tobacco has been Hans- 
planted, which shows condition of 81.7 
per cent.; 57.5 per cent of the Bur- 
ley crop was transplanted by June 1, 
with condition of 81 per cent. The to- 
bacco plant in the dark district are re- 
ported small and scarce, indicating a 
shortage in the crop, while in the Bur- 
ley district they are reported in splen- 
did condition and plentiful. Excessive 
rains have occurred throughout the 
State since the first of June, and every 
prospect is for an average planting of 
Burley and a fairly large crop of dark. 
Many complain of cut worms both for 
tobacco and corn. The blue grass •©*«] 
crop will be a short one. The con li- 
tion of grasses is given as: Blue- 
grass, 88.6 per cent; clover 81 pet- 
cent.; alfalfa, 80 per cen., and orchard 
grasses. 84 per cent. The drouth has 
affected pastures in Western Ken- 
tucky, but In Central and Eastern 
Kentucky the pastures are good. 

"Cattle are reported in good con- 
dition; hog cholera is not so bad as in 
the winter months, and the condition 
of sheep and lambs is unusually good. 
Young poultry has done well and there 
is a splendid crop of young chickens, 
ens urkeys and other fowls. 

"The condition of apples is 85 per 
cent.; peaches, 78.5 per cent.; pears, 
61 per cent.; plums, 67 per cent; cher- 
ries. 64.5 per cent.; grapes, 89 per 
cent. The strawberry crop has been 
fairly good. Raspberries will be a 
medium crop. There is every prom 
ise for one of the alrgest blackberry 
crops the State has ever had. 

"There is a disease known as ca- 
tarrhal fever or "pink eye" among 
horses of several counties. The dis- 
ease is proving fatal in many instances 
and farmers are warned against taking 
animals into towns where the disease 
is known to exist and against working 
them if the animals once become in- 
fected. This department has on hand 
directions for handling this malady, 
a bulletin prepared by the State Vet- 
erinarian, Dr. Robert Graham, and di- 
rections for disinfecting infected 
stables. These will be sent free upon 
application to the department. 

"There has been a large corn crop 
planted, the stand is almost perfect, 
and farmers are urged to try shallow 
and frequent cultivation for the com- 
ing season. The old idea that three or 
four plowings were sufficient to make 
a corn crop should be abandoned, and, 
if possible, plow five or six or seven 
times, but plow shallow. The farm- 
er can very nearly coun on getting an 
extra barrel of corn for" every extra 
plowing he gives his corn. If it is 
only a bushe lit will nearly pay its 
cost."

EVERY 
single 
fly in a 
house is a 
danger to the 
health and 
even to the 
lives of the 
occ u pants. 
People do not 
realize this. 
For a fly to 
drop into a 
jug of milk 
and to crawl 
across fqod, 
cooked or un- 
cooked, is such a commonplace 
and simple thing that we do not 
realize the danger of it. 

But if we could follow up the 
life of a fly for a single day we 
should be appalled at the filth i- 
ness of its habits and the pesti- 
lential character of its peregri- 
nations. 

Flies love the vilest filth, and 
they are attracted alike to the 
sweetest and daintiest of food- 
stuffs. Just as in the house no 
fly can be kept away from the 
food, so outdoors no garbage or 
filth or decaying matter is ever 
seen in the summer without its 
attendant flies. It can be taken 
for granted that, every fly in a 
house has but recently come 
from reveling in the vilest filth 
to be found in the neighborhood.

CITY ADMINISTRATION 

AND THE TAX 



RATE. 



At the meeting of the city council 
last Thursday night the tax levy for 
tbt >ear was fixed and the rate low- 
ered five cents from that of last year, 
making the rate upon each $100 of 
taxable property $1.25, the fourth re- 
duction that has been made since 
Mayor J. T. Hinton was inducted in- 
to office a little more than three years. 

The reduction in the tax rate comes 
after careful and considerate calcu- 
lations made upon the report of the 
Board of Tax Supervisors, who filed 
their report several days ago and 
-which were in the hands of Mayor 
B rjton and Councilman W. O. Hinton. 

The tax-payers of the city can be 
congratulated upon having an adminis- 
tration so conservative and painstak- 
ing in the affairs of the city finances, 
and which as financiers of marked 
ability, can readily observe the best 
Ii.\erests of the tax-payers. 

When Mayor Hinton went into office 
the tax rate of the city was $1.45 on 
each $100 worth of taxable property 
is the city and since that time there 
has been an annual reduction of five 
cents until the present rate has been 
reached. Mayor Hinton has material- 
ly increased each year the allowance 
for school purposes and in the face 
of the reduction of the present levy of 
ten cents made for this purpose be- 
sides an additional levy of five cents 
for the Massie Memorial Hospital. 

During bis term of office Mayor 
H:nto has insisted upon the city bear- 
lag the cost of the construction of new 
streets and additional sewer service, 
fiAseud of compeling the property own- 
ers to bear the extra expense. This 
has all been done without interfering 
So the least with the financial condition 
of the city and demonstrates that by 
•wise and economical methods a city 
the size of Paris can be conducted at 
a less expense than the tax-payers 
have been heretofore compelled to 
hear. 

Councilman W. O. Hinton, at the 
last meeting of Council reported the 
T&x Supervisors had made their re- 
port and recommended that a levy of 
ll.L'o be made upon each $100 worth 
of taxable property in the city, which 
he said would be sufficient to meet 
the demands made upon the city's 
treasury', in view of the fact 'that 
the licenses for the ensuing year had 
been paid and with the cash in hand 
a iittle of the tax-payers' burden could 
he lifted. 

During the past three years of Mayor 
Binton's administration, numerous 
streets have been constructed, the 
beauty of the city otherwise improv- 
ed and conveniences for the inhabi- 
tants added. This has all been done 
without extra expense to the tax-pay- 
ers and the present reduction in the 
levy is most commendable. 

The rate as fixed by the council is as 
follows: General purposes. 55c; city 
schools, 35 cents; public library, 5 
cents; Massie Hospital, 5 cents; 

25 cents. Total, $1.25.

Henjp, the growing of which wns 
once a powerful Kentucky industry, 
has been placed on the free list by 
the sub-committee of the Finance Com- 
mittee, presided over by Senator Wil- 
liams. Flourspar, another Kentucky 
product, has been kept dutiable at 
11.50 a ton, one half of the prevailing 
rate of $3, assessed in the Payne bill. 

The House draft of the Tariff Bill 
put a duty of $11.20 a ton on hemp, a 
reduction from the Payne Jaw, which 
taxed it at $22.50. But. the Senate sub- 
committee has free-listed it, along with 
other products of the farm. 

A decade ag o this change would 
have been a material one for Ken- 
tucky. Then, hemp-growing was a 
flourishing industry, but of late years j 
tobacco has almost entirely super- 
seded it, and only one or two planta- j 
tions* bear important hemp crops, j 
Nevertheless Kentucky produces 55 j 
per cent, of the hemp crop of the j 
United States, and therefore the chief | 
effect of free listing the fiber will be 
felt in Kentucky, mainly the Bluegrass | 
section. 

When the House committee was hold- j 
ing hearings on the Underwood bill, I 
Hon. C. M. Thomas, of this city, filed I 
a brief in behalf of Kentucky hemp I 
producers, asking that the rate of 
$22.50 in the Payne law be maintain- 
ed. This rate the committee reduced 
to $11.20, however, although Chair- 
man Underwood personally consider- 
ed $22.50 a reasonable duty, in view of 
the competitive conditions abroad. 
When the Senate committee came to 
consider hemp, they put it in a group 
along with the other farm products 
and declared there was nol egitnr.au? 
reason for exempting hemp, when 
wheat, oats, flour and meats were 
going on the free list. 

As for flourspur, the cutting in halt 
of its present duty of $3 a ton was 
done over the protests of producers in 
Western Kentucky, who say that they 
will have great difficulty now in com- 
peting with the English spar, which is 
mined without effort from great piles 
of waste lying beside the old tin mines. 

The Kentucky spar, on the contrary, 
must be mined with great effort, and 
the freight rate on it to the steel- pro- 
ducing center is as large and larger 
than the rate on English spar across 
the ocean.

Rev. Mr. G. H. Harris, rector of St. 
Peter's Episcopal Church, of Paris, 
has been in attendance upon the An- 
nual Council of the Episcopal Church 
in the Diocese of Lexington, which 
was held in St. John's Church, Ver- 
sailles, on Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday. Several members of the 
Paris congregation also attended, 
among them Mrs. Laura Wiggins and 
Mrs. Nellie Highland, who took part 
in the meetings of the Woman Auxil- 
iary. There was a very large attend- 
ance of delegates and visitors. 

The Council sermon was preached 
Tuesday night by the Very Rev. R. 
K. Massie, D. D., Dean of Christ 
Church Cathedral, Lexington, his sub- 
ject being, "The Distinctive Contribu- 
tion of Our Church to the Religious 
Life of the Day.'" The Woodford 
Sun thus comments on the sermon 
and the preacher: "The fine spirit of 
this sermon, its breadth and clear- 
ness, commended it no less to those 
of other folds than to Episcopalians. 
It was an able sermon by an able 
man 

Wednesday night Margaret College 
entertained the clergy, lay delegates, 
visitors and members of St. John's 
parish at a delightful dinner, at the 
conclusion of which excellent short 
addreses were made by Rev. J. M. 
Maxon. Hon. J. N. Camden, Mr. A. 
D. Cole, of Maysville, and Rev. J.

TO PREVENT FLIES 

FROM BREEDING 




Keep the manure, while It is in the 
stable, in a closed bin or pit. 
Screen stables if possible. 
Remove the manure at least twice a 
week. 

Every time the stalls are cleaned and 
the manure placed in the pit or bin 
sprinkle it with dry plaster tpowdered 
gypsum) or slaked lime. 

Be sure that you sprinkle the cracks 
and crevices of the bin or pit as well 
as the cracks between the planking of 
the stall floors. 

If flies begin to breed in stored ma- 
nure they may be killed by thoroughly 
spraying it with kerosene or paris 
green and then pouring on enough wa- 
ter to wash the oil or poison well in. 

The objection to the use of kerosene 
is that It ruins the manure for fertiliz 
purposes. A solution of iron sul- 
phate (one pound to a gallon), applied 
at the rate of one gallon a day in a 
stable where one horse is kept, will 
kill all the maggots. It costs about $1 
per 100 pounds, so that the cost of 
keeping flies from breeding in a one 
horse stable is about 1 cent a day. 

It Is well to abolish old fashioned 
outhouses where possible. Where this 
cannot be done a liberal amount of 
lime should be used, applied in small 
amounts daily. Chloride of lime is 
better than slaked lime, but slaked 
lime is better than none at all. 

Garbage cans should be thoroughly 
cleaned after emptying, and the con- 
tents should be sprinkled with crude 
oil. lime or kerosene oil.

HEAVY WARRANTS 

MUST BE ISSUED. 



The Court of Appeals, by Chief 
Justice Hobson, Friday, sustained the 
mandamus granted the State Univer- 
sity against Henry M. Bosworth, 
Auditor, to compel him to issue a 
warrant for money appropriated by 
the General Assembly, for the agri- 
cultural experiment station at Lexing- 
ton. 

A motion to dismiss the action, 
made by Attorney General Garnett, 
acting under the statute prohibiting 
State institrutions from employing 
special counsel, was overruled, the 
court holding that in this case the 
Attorney General was acting for the 
Auditor, and refused to employ out- 
side counsel to bring the action on 
behalf of the university.
